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PRES. TRUMAN ON 
PALESTINE 


Question Discussed at 
Potsdam 


‘President Truman,.during his press conference in 

Washingion on Thursday i last weck, stated that 
the American Government took the position at 
Potsdam of favouring a Jewish National State in 
Palestine if it could be peacefully established and 
guiatained. The President added that he did not 
wish to contemplate sending half-a-million soldiers 
to maintain such a State. 

He contirmed that ‘he had discussed the Palestine 
question with both Mr. Churchill and Mr. Attlee, 
and he added that the discussions were still con- 
tinuing. The American view was that they wanted 
to let as many Jews as possible into Palestine, and 
that matter would. be Worked out through 
eager? channels with the British and the Arabs. 

he President said that Paiestine had not becn dis- 
cussed with Generalissimo Stalin. 


Jewish Agency's Statement 


The Jewrsh Agency for Palestine has issued the 
following: statement with regard: President 
Truman's announcement on Palestine: 

(1) The Jewish Agency is gratified 40 learn that 
the claim tor the Jewish Siate of Palestine is now 


under aciive consideration. 
(2) Jews everywhere appreciate the American 
Government's recognition of the justice ol . the 


Jewish desire to bring into Palestine as many Jews 
as possible, and to re-establish there their national! 
State 

(3) The Jewish Agency must point out that the 
issue of Palestine is one which. primarily, concerns 
the Jewish people, the Arabs of Palestine, and the 
Great Powers... The Arab States neighbouring on 
Palestine have no other status with regard to 
Palestine than have all other members of the Unned 
Nations. 

(4) The question of Palestine is one of many inter- 
national problems whose solution must be con- 
ceived in justice and equity and carried out with 
determination. The notion that large military forces 
would be specially required in the case of Palestine 


has, in the Jewish Agency’s conviction, no relation 
to the realities of the situatior. 3 
(5) If. as reported, the future of Palestine ts 


now under consideration by the Great Powers, the 
Jewish Agency, representing the Jewish people in 
all matters Palestinian, must claim to be a party 
to’ all discussions and negoltjations on an equa! 
footing with anv national GdVernment. 


American Reactions 


There has naturally been a flood of comment in 
the U.S.A. on the President's statement (cabies 
our New York correspondent), and the public's re- 
action can be observed not simply m Jepish 
quarters and in the Jewish press, but in the Influen- 
tial daily press of New York. 

The New York HERALD TRIBUNE, in an editorial, 
says, “ The President’s stand, looking to the ful- 
himent of the Balfour Declaration’s promise, ts 
the only one which Americans in all conscience 
could approve. - The consensys here is that we 
believe the White Paper was wrong and was an 
expedient g appeasement, This is the time to 
correct it. 

The Palestinian problem is not just a British 
and Jewish. and Arab concern. It ts a problem 
for the United Nations. No settlement of the peace 
can be complete without a decision on the future of 
Continued on page &, col.

THE KIDDIES FROM 
-TEREZIN 


First Batch Flown to 
Windermere 


We have received from a correspondent the follow- 
ing description of the arrival in England of the 
children from the Nazi concentration camp at 
Theresienstadt (Terezin). They were flown over by 
the R.AF. from Czrechoslovakia to the Lake 
District of Cumberland, where they are being 
housed in a hostel near Windermere. Among those 
who met the children was Mr. Leonard Montefiore, 
O.BE., for the Central British Fund, who are 
meeting all costs. 


We got to the airfield just after midday and sat 
about in a hay-field enjoying the sun cre were 
the usual rumours on such occasions, such as that 
only half the number of ‘planes could make: the 
journey, Owing to bad weather over Central Europe. 
Meanwhile the W.V.S. had got refreshments ready, 
cakes, soft drinks. and milk. 

At about four o'clock the first ‘plane circled 
round the airfield. I could see a small boy sitting 
next.to the pilot. Shortly afterwards other ‘planes 
followed at about 20-minute intervals—10 in all 
We were .able to clear the passengers from each 
‘plane, and get the children rapidly past the usual 
authorities, Medical. Securns Immuicration, 
Customs, etc. Then they were given a feed and 
pul on the ‘buses which were to take them to the 
hostel 

There was some excitement and a good deal of 
amusement caused by a. stowaway. Everybody 
enjoyed the joke, with the possible exception of

The 
Belgrade Government has charged him. with

Any demand fo: his extradiuon, it Was pointed 
out, would have to come from some international 
body, the United Nations War Crimes Commission, 
for example, and not from any individual country. 
No demand has been made by the British Foreign 
Office: 

When the J.T.A. representative sought to tter- 
view the ex-Mufti, who hives in the vicinity of 
Paris in.a sumptuous villa with a beautiful garden, 
he was told that the former Palestine Moslem leader 
was not permitted to receive the press. The ex- 
Mufti is kept’ under what the French ‘call “ resi- 
dential surveillance,” which. also serves as protec- 
tion for. him, it was officially. explained. 

The French Government does not regard the ex- 
Mufti as a war criminal, and he ts bemg accorded 
the treatment due to a political and religious leader, 
who belongs to an old and illustrious family, the 
J.T.A. representative was told by French officials. 

When the -ex-Mufti surrendered to the French 
Army in Germany, where he had been working as 
Hitler's agent, he had two secretaries among. his 
considerable éntourage. The secretarics were taken 
to live with him in a Paris suburb. but the others 
were left in Germany: or Austria. 


PRO-ARAB ACT IVITY IN LONDON 


Spears Director of Arab Office 


The Jaffa Arab paper Ap Diraa reports (siafes 
Palcor) that Sir Edward Spears is to be appointed 
Director of the Arab propaganda office in London. 

Three Labour M.P.s, R. R. Stokes (Ipswich, 
M. P. Price (Forest of Dean), Thomas Reid (Swin- 
don), took .the initiative in. circularising all mem- 
bers of the. Parliamentary Labour Party for a 
private meeting, which was held at the House on 
Tuesday last. One of them stated the object to 
our Parliamentary Correspondent afterwards by 
saying: “* We ar. disturbed at the situation which 
may arise in Palestine and we thought that the 
Arab point of view ought to be put to the members. 
The position was explained by Mr. Stokes and Mr. 
Reid, who has had experience on League of Nations 
Committees in Palestine and Syria. Several of the 
members presegpt took the Zionist point of view, 
and others did not.” 


Mr. J. D.. Mack, M.P.,. who was present, 
volunteered the following statement to our 
correspondent: “ Attacks from certain Labour 


quarters will be made on any Government proposals 
to admit Jews in larger capacity to Palestine. The 
majority of the members, however, suppert the 
Labour Party's declared policy on Palestine.”

UNRRA AND DISPLACED PE RSONS 
Truth About Jewish Representations 


In connection with ‘the Unrra conference. now 
taking place, Mr. William Frankel, the London 
representative of the American Jewish Committee, 
received a cable on Friday last wéek from New 
York. Unrra, stated the cable, was arranging to 
withdraw or discontinue relief to those persons 
who were displaced because they did = want to 
return to. their countries of origin. Frankel 
points out*that he took the matter up found 
that the Policy Sub-Committee of Unrra had 
debated this point on Thursday and Friday and 
that it came before the plenary session on Saturday, 
when Great Britain proposed that Unrra should 
continue for the next six months the. relief to all 
Displaced Persons, whether or not they wanted to 
return to their countries of origin. This’ was 
opposed by Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, and 
Yugoslavia, but was passed by 28 voies to 4. The 
World: Jewish Congress did not submit any 
memorandum on this matier to Unrra, or to the 
British delegation to Unrra. 

Mr. Frankel, for the American Jewish Com- 
mitiee. and Mr. Leonard Stein, for the A.J.A.., 
had an interview with the Director for Displaced 
Persons (Mr. Hoeliler) and obtaimed certain assur- 
ances from him about people not being forced to 
return to their own countries. 

The communiqué issued by the AJA. on the 
matter was as follows: 

“ A representative of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion and the American Jewish Committee this week 
called on Mr. Hoehler, a Director of the Displaced 
Persons Division of Unrra, and discussed with 


him various matters concerning the future of dis- 
placed persons in Europe.”

Did he mean 
by that that the Assembly or Security Council as ai 
present constituted would have no authority to inter- 
vene and stop such persecution before it got out of 

unds? 

Mr. Attlee: “I am afraid the Hon. and Gallant 
Member did not quite catch what I said, which 
was that although there was provision against United 
Nations interference in affairs which were. purely 
domestic, | was certain that such matters as the 
persecution of the Jews, which took place under 
Hitler or anybody else, could not. with their 
reaching repercussions, be regarded purely as 
domestic matters and therefore would be taken into 
their consideration.”

PALESTINE IN THE ADDRESS 
DEBATE 


Miss Rathbone’s Eloquent Plea 


STOKES BACK ON HIS ANTI- 
ZIONIST HOBBY-HORSE 


Miss Eleanor Rathbone (Ind , Combined English 
Universities) raised the Palestine question during the 
debate on the Address in the House of Commons on 
Monday night. She was feferring to the plight of 

happy people on the Continent. As to the Poles, 
} = said, their future depended mainly upon the 
attitude of Russia. But for the Jews the British 
nation a special responsibility. It was the 
Palestinian White Paper of 1939 which closed the 
gates of Palestine against Jewish immigrants except 
on an extremely limited scale and by so doing in 
effect condemned hundreds of thousands of men. 
women, and children to unspeakable suffering and, 
eventually, to death. They could have been got out 
in time. They could have lived safely and oot 
during the war years with their kindred in their 
promised National Home but the door was shut in 
their faces. What of the poor surviving remnant of 
Buropean ay fe Should we not incur terrije 
responsibility if they were lef perish, as they 
probably would perish if they ‘had to endure the 
rigour of a European winter under their present con- 
ditions? She had no, time to discuss the iniquities of 
the White Paper or of the question of policy it 
opened up, and no words of hers were needed to 
condémn-it. That was done at the time with unsur- 

assed elogucnce by Mr. Churchill and by others of 
his party. such as Mr. Amery and the late Colonel! 
Victor Cazalet. hk was done in equally scathing 
terms on behalf-of the Labour Party by Mr. Herbert 
Morrison. The Labour Party. now in power. voted 
against the White Paper almost unanimously, and 
warned the then Government that if returned to 
power they would not feel bound to maintain its 
policy. Now the time had come for the Labour 
Party to show the sincerity of their professions of 
sympathy with the Jewish claims. They could not 
wish it to be thought that they were merely angling 
for the Jewish vote. They must be allowed time. 
What Members of Parliament and the Jewish peopiec 
everywhere had the right to expect was some assur- 
ance that the Government pohcy as to the future of 
Palestine, when it -was. announced, would be in 
accordance with the principles previously enunciaicd 
by the Labour Party, and would not inaugurate some 
new cra of appeasement of the kind the Pariy was 
wont to denounce so fiercely and scornfully when it 
was practised by the Conservatives in power 
appeasement of potential enemies and half-hearted 
frends at the expense of real friends and loyal allies 


Whole-hearted Support for Jewish State 


She was a whole-hearted supporter of the Zionist 
claim as it. was recently put forward for a Jewish 
Stale as part of the Britsh Commonwealth of 
Nations. She believed that could be done wih tull 
justice to the real rights of the Arabs. It would be 
enormously to the economic benefit of the Arabs of 
Palestine and equally to the benefit of the Arabs 


“everywhere because. it would show. what could be 


done with undeveloped lands when developed as the 
Jews would do it. As to the Arab national aspira- 
tions, she believed-these could be satisfied just so far 
as, and no further than, they had a basis im justice 
and common sense. If they had to ask some sacri- 
hees, jet them ask themselves this question: To 


whom dui the. world owe thie greater debi--to the’ 


Arabs. or the Jews? What a debt we owed to the 
Jews, not only for their coniributions to. religion 
philosophy, scrence, and culture throughout the ages 
We owed to them the Bible and the twelve apostles. 
We owed to them the basis of Christianity. But we 
also owed them what they had done for the Allied 
cause throughout the war. When we contrasted 
what the Jews had done for us during this war, with 
the grudging, half-hearted ‘and often insincere efforts 
of the Paiestintan Arabs, were we oot sirong enough 
now to settle the Palestine. issue with a sole cye 


“to what was just and demanded of us by humanity 


ond for the sake of the honour of our country as 
unpheated in the: Balfour. Declaration? ‘In the 
meantime,”’ Miss Rathbone concluded; “ pending 
ihe long-term solution——because | do not think the 
Palestine problem will be. settled before the winiter— 
let us at least do something to solve the immediate 
problem: Open the gates of Palestine and lei the 
Jews come in. Otherwise the spirit of Hitler, if it 
sull exists somewhere, will be able to say exullantly 
that the victorious Allies have finished for him his 
task. of exterminating European Jewry.” 

Mr. Churchill was an interested listener to Mess 
Rathbone’s speech. 


Concede Nothing to Violence 


General Sir George Jeffreys (Con,., Petersfield), 
speaking later, said that both Arabs and Jews in 
Palestine were said to have illicit stores of arms 
which seemed to foreshadow extremist action. 
Palestinian affairs were being watched most closely, 
not only by the rest of the Arab world, bur by the 
Moslems in India. Our prestige and our power were 
now at their height. Surely, therefore, our policy 
should be firm. We should crush terrorism and 
concede nothing to violence. When he went on to 
say that Palestine was too poor and small to sustain

a larger population, Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab., W. 
Leicester) rose to ask whether he had read any of 
the recent contributions by scientists and whether 
was prepared to deny that their views were 
correct regarding the possibility of Palestine accom- 
modating a very large number of people. 

Sir George replied that he had not considered any 
scientific writings about Palestine, but was venturing 
to give his views. for what they were worth, to the 
House. Politically and historically. the claims of the 
Arabs to political predominance ig Palestine could 
not, he thought. be contested. ‘ould not both 
races agree to form a bi-national Arab-Jewish State 
together, and to abandon their ideas of separate 
States? 

Mr. Janner, replying to Sir George Jeffreys, was 
soon interrupted by Mr. W. Stokes (Lab.. 
Ipswich) who asked on what grounds had Mr. 
Janner asserted that the Arab fellaheen were anxious 
that Palestine should be occupied by the Jews. 

Mr. Janner replied: “ Nobody is talking about 
Palestine being occupied by the Jews. I said they 
were anxious to work with the Jews in Palestine. Not 
only is that a fact, but if the Hon. Member had 
been in Palestine and had seen them he would know 
that they were happier in those districts in which 
Jewish enterprise had taken place and that they are 
most unhappy in those districts in which Jewish 
enterprise had not been exeried.”” But that was not 
the point. What he wanted Members to understand 
was that the Balfour Declaration stated — that 
Palestine was to be a Jewish National Home

A Proud Record 


Mr. Janner, referring to the refugee Jews, asked 
if the Jewish seitlers in Palestine were entitled to say 
that they had a right to receive kith and kin? What 
had the Jewish community in Palestine done by 
which anyone could suggest that they had not ful- 
filled the task which was placed upon them by the 
Deciaration? Had they not tilled and brought back 
to fertility the soil that had been negiecied and 
eroded for centuries? Had not many of them given 
their lives in their work of making that land once 
agam a land flowing wih milk and honey? Had 
they not succeeded’ under peace in doing what every 
civilised nation would want their people to do, fight 
against the ravages of nature to bring tood, health, 
and happiness to the inhabitanis of the country? In 
consequence of that, had not the Arab communits 
who were living in that country mereased in numbers 
from 700,000 to over 1.250.000, whereas before the 
advent of the Jewish setilers not only had thei: 
numbers not risen above that level but were slows 
declining? Had the Jews not eradicated the -discase 
of trachoma from the drstricts where they hved? 
Had they not made it possible for the troops who 
went to the Middle East to live in a clean, healthy 
atmosphere during thew traming instead of being 
decimated by disease and subjeci to anxictics which 
otherwise would have overcome them? Was not 
Jewish Palestine the only centre to which the Allied 
Forces were able to look in the Middle East with- 
out the fear of being stabbed in the back? Because 
he thought the. House would not want to bring 
greater sorrow: and distress upon those who had 
suffered so badly and so heavily, he asked that the 
White Paper should be withdrawn alt once. Palestine 
was not an Arab country -before the last war. 
Palestine was a Turkish country. The Arabs in 
Palestine fought against us in that war. Palestine 
itsclf was only a very minute Urea of land tn com- 
parison with what the Arab community had got 
aliogether in the way of land: The Arab States had 
as much land as the whole of Western Europe.

The Council of British Societies for Relicf 


Abroad (Cobsra) ts the body to which is affiliated. 


the 46 voluntary organisations in this country con- 
cerned with rehef abroad, 12 of whom have sent 
out teams of relief workers to Europe. Among them 
is the Jewish Committee for Relicf Abroad 

At a press conference held last Friday at the 
Holborn Restaurant, presided over by Viscountess 
Falmouth, some details were given of the terrible 
conditions prevailing in Europe and of the rehef 
work being done. Colsra, Lady Falmouth said. co- 
ordinated the work of all the socictics without 
swamping their individuality. 

Mr. Hogarth, Secretary of the Council. said that 
in addition to some doctors and nurses, the relief 
workers were mainly people who had had first- 
class experince im emergency wellare work. 
Supplies came mainly from the military authorities 
end Unrra, but there were shortagcs of supplics 
and difficulties of transport. One of the intportant 
factors was the link up between the team workers 
who went out and the local people of their own 
SOcicties. 

Col. Agnew, Deputy Commissioner for Civilian 
Relief, said that the camps for Displaced People 
would probably remain, at least for the coming 
winter, 

Lady Louis Mountbatien paid a tribute to the

COMMUNITY CAMP 
An Adventure in Co-Operation 


The following article by a correspondent describes 
an Be in a mixed Jewish-Christian youth 
camp in which Dr. Israel Feldman, the Rev. 
1. L. Swift, the Rev. W. W. Simpson, and a 
prominent official of the Y.M.C.A. participated. 


“It's a grand idea—but will it work?” There 
were several of us, | think, who felt rather like 
that when we first beard about it. It was obvious 
enough that if we could run a camp for a mixed 
group of Christian and Jewish boys it would be a 
aa g thing, but could it be done in such a way as 
to make it really worth doing, with proper recog- 
nition for all the differences of faith and practice 
that exist between two communities? 

We were not left long in doubt as to the answer, 
for the man in whose mind the idea first began to 
take shape—a member of the Young Mens 
Christian Association siafl—is a man m wW 
idealism and realism are one and the same. If 
a thing is worth doing at all it is worth doing well. 
That was the assumption from which he started, 
and it remained the underlying principle of all 
that went to make the experiment the success 1 
ultimately proved to be. 

The first thing this practical idealist did when 
he had made sure ofahe backing of his Y.M.C.A. 
colleagues was to approach the Association for 
Jewish Youth who took up the proposal to hold a 
joint Jewish-Christian camp at the Y.M.C.A. 
campsite, Lakeside, Windermere, with enthusiasm. 
A small group representative of the two organisa- 
tions was commissioned with the task of making 
the arrangements, and it was not long before they 
were discussing problems of Kashrut and how to 
arrange arrivals and departures so as to avoid the 
necessity of Jewish boys travelling on Sabbath. 

Some of these problems were not easy of solu- 
tion, but because of the remarkable spirit of 
fellowship and goodwill which became increasingly 
apparent as the discussions went on, a solution was 
found for every one of them. 


and Y.M.C.A. 


‘And so it was arranged that 30 Jewish boys from 
AJ.Y. Clabs in various parts of the country 
should forgather in Manchester one Friday even- 
ing at the end of July before Sabbath camg in. 
There, through the kindness ‘of the local Habonim 
groups, they were entertained until Sunday morn- 
ing when they set out on the -final stage of their 
journey to Lakeside. 

In the meantime 30 Christian boys from 
Y.M.C.A. centres reached Lakeside on the Satur- 
day, and were there to welcome the Jewish group 
With each group came a joint camp 
chief, Mr. A. Edmonds, a former Mayor of Win- 
chester, representing the Y.M.C.A., and Dr. Israel 
Feldman the AJ.Y., a chaplain, the Rev. I. L.: 
Swift tor the Jews, and the Rev. W. W. Simpson 
cr the Christians, and -a team. of leaders (six a 
side). 

By Sunday evening everyone was “ settled in,” 
the rain which had greeted us all on arrival had 
cleared, and everything was “ set fair” for “ Com- 
munity Camp.” We called it that. not merely 
because the camp was in itself an experiment in 
community living, but because it had been agreed 
from the outset that part of our time should be 
devoted to the study of some of the problems of 
community which beset us at the present time. 

In that sense the camp was a camp with a 
difference. There were all the usuak amenities of 
camp life, of course . . . more than all the usual 
ones indeed, for the setting on the south-western 
shores of Lake- Windermere was in itself an 
amenity that put the camp in a class all its own, 
and formed just the right kind of background to 
the more serious side of the group's. activities. 
There is something about living in the hills which 
helps tremendously in the adjustment of perspec- 
tives that have been distorted and foreshortened

About Books 


‘THE CHIEF RABBIS 
PRAYER BOOK 


Volume [11 Completed 


The Authorised Daily Prayer Book. With 
Commentary by the Chicf Rabbi. Volume III. 
National Council for Jewish Religious Education.

Readers may, perhaps, recall the praise with 
which the first and second volumes of the Chief 
Rabbi's annotated edition of the Siddur were 
heralded in these columns by the writer of this 
notice. The third and final volume now to hand 
reveals the same high qualities and distinctive 
merits as its predeeessors, and nothing need 
added to what has already been said in commenda- 
tion of the work. But the completion of this 
singularly serviceable edition of the Daily Prayer 
Book is such a notable event in the religious life 
of the community that no apology is necessary for 
returning once more to an appraisement of its 
value. 


The work deserves high rank among the fine array of 


publications which the Chicf Rabbi has to his credit. 
Obviously a product of his long and loving intimacy with 
Jewish religious thought and tcaching, the Chief Rabbi has 
brought to this work the wealth of his reading. his keen 
spiritual insight, and his gift of lucid exposition. The 
variety of his sources, from which he sciects what he con- 
ceives to be the right interpretation of the phrases, formu- 
laries and versicles in the Prayer Book, is most impressive; 
while his easy flow of unlaboured thought, his incisive 
wording and felicity of expression carry the reader on in 
spite of himself into the realm of ideas which otherwisc 
might have remained closed and forbidden to him. . There 
is no doubt as to the effectiveness of the commentary in 
getting the appeal of the Prayer Book across to the general 
reader no less than to the worshipper. Few indeed arc 
those whose knowledge of the Siddur wil! not be greatly 
enriched by the work, and none who will not find here a 
deeper interpretation of the meaning and significance of 
Israci’s ancient prayers. 

Reverting to the present volume. which covers the 
remaining part of the Authorised Daily Prayer Book be- 
ginning with the Halicl. the Chief Rabbi has introduced 
several novel features at once Valuable and pertinent to 
the needs of the worshipper. Chief among these is the 
account of the festivals, linking their ideological content 
Another noteworthy feature 
is the serics of holy texts, fall of pathos and soothing 
tenderness, selected for reading in the *‘ House of Mourn- 


ing” px NSDOM ! Nor are the needs of the young 


neglected. The versions of the morning and evening praycrs 
for the young, as revised by the Chief Rabbi, introduce 
the child into further basic elements in our prayers and 
thus train-him to join at a later stage the myriads of 
Israc! in their daily communion with God. 

Here and there, it -miust be confessed, there are lapses 
from strict accuracy. perhaps incvitabic in handling such a 
mass of material. ‘The statement (page 764) on the view of 
life after death held by some Biblical writcrs will, to Say 
the least. appear highly dubious, and in the phrase of our 
Rabbis (sce Yoma 40b), “ will give sectarians occasion to: 
attack 
Jewish faith. But these minor vulnerabilities do not affect 
the soundness and beauty of the structure, which cannot 
fail to arouse the admiration of all beholders, and which 
will remain an abiding monument to the tireless industry 


and self-consuming zeal of the Chief Rabbi on behalf of ,

OUR -INHERITANCE 
The Jewish People’s Sacred Right to 


Palestine 
-—Eretz Israel—The Inheritance 


of the People of Israel. (In the Light of the Jewish 
Tradition). By Dayan Rabbi |. ABRAMSKY.

Dayan Rabbi Abramsky has presented us with a 
most welcome gift: an elucidation of the principles 
on which the Jewish claim to Palestine rests. At no 
time was a book of this type more vital than to-day. 

lt scems we are entering a phase in which the ideology of 
Zionism will have to pass the severest examination not only 
from) the political, but also from the spiritual point of view. 
Dayan Abramsky's excellent book makes it abundantly clear 
that the Jewish claim to Palestine is based in the first 
Diace not so much on. the need of providing a piace of 
safety for refugees, nor on any political conception. 

He goes down to the fundamental Jewish oudook which 
is religious in. essence, and establishes three ‘rrmaty facts 
on which traditional Zionism and its age-old claim is 
founded: (1) According to the Bible. God has. assigned 
Palestine to the Jewish people as an “ everlasting 
possession (2) The Jewish conquest. of Palestine was 
carried Out in response to a Divine command and with 
Divine help; (3) Palestine is the only land in which a wholly 
Jewish life in all its religious aspects can be lived. In no 
other country can the Jewish people become fully integrated 
imo: its spiritual inheritance and fulfil the task for which 
it has been created. 

_ Thus, the bond which connects Israc] and Eretz Yisrael 
is unbreakable. Dagvan Abramsky traces the history of the 
Jewish relation to Palestine, as reflected in the Biblical 


account, with remarkable skill, deep penetration, and in a ” 


Hebrew style which matches the beauty of: the numerous 
quotations from the Halachic and Aggadic Midrashim which 
iNustrate the points of his exegesis: For the first time a 
systematic attempt is made to view the sabiect “* Isracl’s 
claim to Palestine’ in the full light of Biblical and post- 
Biblical Jewish tradition, and thanks are due to the revered 
author for having set himself this task which he has so ably 
accomplished. 
the book is addressed to both Jew and non-Jew. To the 
Jew it brings the message of the religious character of 
Zionism: Palestine. Torah, and Israc! are one. To the non- 
Jewish world, at least that part of it which still believes 
in the Bible, jt conveys the truth that “ the right to Palestine 
accorded to us by God cannot be abolished by conquest or 
force.”’ “To proclaim one’s belief in the Bible as Holy 
Scripture and yet to deny Isracl’s eternal claim to Palestine. 
which is so clearly demonstrated in it—there could be no 
more striking scif-contradiction than that.” 
The. author quotes «he famous words spoken at: the 
English Coronation Ceremony when the Bible is presented 
to the King as “the most valuable thing that this world 
affords: here is wisdom: this is the Royal Law: these are 
the living oracles of God,” and he asks: is a repudiation of 
the Jewish claim to Palestine compatible with the sentiments 
expressed in these solemn words? Indeed. any interpretation 
of Zionism to the English-speaking nations to whom the 
Bibie means so much will have to insist on the point so 
effectively made by Dayan Abramsky.

INIQUITOUS CENSORSHIP 


Restrictions on Free Discussion 


Recent articles published in WorLD’s Press News. 
of London, drew attention to the amazing state of 
affairs as regards the Cairo censorship, which, the 
paper declared, was not conducted nowadays fo; 
purely military security purposes but for poljiica! 


ends: 

Evidently (cables our Jerusalem corresponden:) 
WorLD's News has yet to hear about the 
Palestine censorship, which I have actively experi. 
enced as a professional journalist since [9% 
High-ups among the heads of the Governmen 
here have frankly admitted that there is no carly 
prospect of removing the censorship upon loca! 
newspapers or, for that matter, it would appear, 
{pon outgoing cables and postal messages to the 
overseas press. Nothing more deadening in intes- 
tion, harshly restrictive in practice, and vitiating ip 
effect can be imagined. But in fairness it should 
be added that the Palestine press censorship is no 
discriminatory—it bears down with equal severity 
on both Jews and Arabs. __ 

Not only has the censorship in this .country 
restricted complete freedom of speech upon vita! 
issues, such as, say, a Jewish Army, but it muzzies 
the expression of views which have no direct con- 
rection with racial politics or with the loca! 
political situation as British officialdom on the spot 
sees it. It arbitrarjly debarred from entering th 
country a number of Jewish papers, including Tre 
JewtsH CHRONICLE because they contained matter 
deemed politically unsuitable for the Jewish public. 


Honest Criticism Barred 


But while perhaps there may be a legitimate case 
for clamping a censorship upon the discussion. of 
issues likely to give rise to racial or communal 
friction, or, as one official put it, “ where liberty 
becomes licence,” it is wholly indefensible, in my 


view, to protect particular Departmental interests 


or individual officers, no matter how highly placed, 
by barring honest criticism of blunders and short- 
comings. , | 

This, in a country which has no Parliament or 
other elected central forum to air public grievances 
and opinions fearlessly. and without prejudice, 
except the local press, 1s typical of the paternalist 
—some might say despotic—admiunistrative policy 
carried out here. The identity of these Deparimenis 
or senior officers, or what aspects of their day-by- 
day actions are prohibited from criticism, eannot, 
of course, be revealed: it would only be a waste 
of paper detailing them, as they would be censored 
in any case. 

Every action of the censorship itself is taboo 
and must not be impugned. But presumably the 
most important of ali the. Atlantic Charter’s free- 
doms—that of speech—will one day be restored to

THE ARAB CIRCUS 
Seeking a New Arab Unity 


Very little progress is being made by the leaders 
of the Palestinian Arab political parties in establish- 
ing a ee Committee to take the place of 

body dissolved by the Palestine Government in 
ober, 1937 (writes our Jerusalem cor t). 
princi snag is the intransigeance of the 
Palestine Arab Party, the majority of whose mem- 
bers are of the Husscini clan; they want 51 per 
cent of the seats on the Commitice and 51 per cent 
of the control over the Arab “ Umma” (National) 
Land Fund. They also want to appoint the 
Palestinian delegate to the Arab League Council. 

There were ten members of the Arab Higher 
Committee during 1936 and 1937, when it operated, 
and two are still out of Palestine—the former Mufti 
of Jerusalem, Haj Amin Al Husseini, and his 
cousin and principal tlicutenant, Jamal Al 
Husseini: One Christian Arab member, Yacoub 
Farradj, has since died. It is now proposed to 
co-opt Jad Suidan, a native Christian of Haifa, and 
Anton Atallah, former Christian Deputy Mayor of 
Jerusalem, to the erapected Committee, as well as 
Musa cl Alami, hitherto delegate to the Arab 

, who was not a member in 1937. The 
other party leaders agree to allot the Husseinis an 
extra seat, giving them: two in all; but they want 
the majority. It has boiled down to a question of 
family prestige—the traditional factor in Palestine 
Arab politics. 

The Palestine Arab daily Fatastin reports that 
members of the Husseini family have cabled to the 
Regent of Iraq and the Arab Ambassadors in 
London urging them to intervene for the reture 
of the exiled Palestine Arab leaders. 


Dentdcracy—Arab Style 


Disapproval of the recognition of 
inhabitants of Palestine as citizens with . equal 
rights is expressed in an editorial published in 
Au Jerusalem (reports the J.T.A.). 

“The Jews,” says the paper, “form a homo- 
geneous section of 40 per cent of the population 
and, together with other non-Arab groups, they 
constitute more than half the inhabitants of the 
country. If all these enjoyed citizenship rights the 
future of Palestine wou'd be in the hands of the 
non-Arab minorities. What would then become of 
Arabism in this country?” 

The article further stresses the “danger” of 
Jewish land acquisition. In the course of five vears 
since the outbreak of the war, it points out, 107,130 
dunams of land have passed into Jewish hands. 
for which over £2,500,000 was paid. 


NEW TURN TO AN OLD TRICK 
“ Zionist” as an Epithet 


The Arabic daily press in the Lebanon is now 
using the term “ Zionist’ as a derogatory epithet 
(reports our Jerusalem correspondent). At HADEFF. 
a Beirut daily, apparently has some private account 
to settle with the new. Syrian-Lebanese Petroleum 
Company, and so it has labelled it “ Franco- 
Zionist.""—the worst of all possible combinations 
in Levantine Arab eyes! 

Now AL Haperr has listed a number of com- 
panies, asking why their operations are permitted, 
since they are financed controlled ‘by 
“ Zionists.” Here are some of these “ Zionist ”’ 
companies: Anglo-American Near East Corpora- 
tion, Middle East Commercial Corporation, Syrian 
Fruit Company, and Swedish-Lebanese Company. 

The paper urges its readers not to buy “ Zionist 
roods ""—in other words, industrial products from 
Palestine. Similar appeals have been made. in the 
Iraqi papers At ZAMAN and AL ‘IRAQ. - 


BUYING U.S. GOODS 


The Palestine Government has consented to the 
Jewish Agency's purchasing goods in the United 
States. to be paid for with dollars collected by the

Purchases from the United States are limited to 
such goods as cannot be obtained from the United 
Kingdom, The first permit for importing pipes and 
machinery from America has already been granted. 

Mr.- Horowitz. said that Palestine had thus 
“ entered the dollar area.” He stressed that. thanks 
to the capital imported through the national funds, 
Palestine would still have a large dollar surplus; a 
maximum of $10,000,000 per annum would 
released for purchases, whereas a total of 


$20,000,000 comes to Palestine through the Zionist 


funds.

A CHRISTIAN PROBLEM 
U.S. Pro-Palestine Visitors 


“ We emphasise that it is not a ‘ Jewish’ 
problem, but a Christian problem, because the 
persecution of the Jewish people has taken place 
at the hands of Christians,”’ stated Dr. Cari Voss, 
co-director with Dean Howard LeSourd, of the 
American Christian Palestine Committee, at a press 
conference at Palestine House, Manchester Square, 

, W.1, last week. 

Their Committee's work, said Dr. Voss, was 
educational and im part political. 

¢ American Christian Palestine Committee was 
composed of two organisations—a combination of 
the Committee and the Christian Council on 
Palestine. 

A great majority of the United States Congress 
and a great many public figures in. Washington, 
he continued, belonged to the Commitice. For 
the past one-and-a-half years they had been carry- 
ing On a greatly augmented programme. One of 
the things they had been doing was to hold city- 
wide conferences. For a while they had had 
regional conferences, and they had brought the 
whole question of Palestine and the. terrible 


‘calamity of the Jewish people before the public. 


It was not their job to convince the Jewish people 
on this score. It was their job to get to the 
widest number of important and influential people 
who made up the public mind. 
Britain Should Fulfil Promises 
Besides stressing that,it was a Christian problem, 
Dr. Voss said that another thing they emphasised 
was that they were fighting for human rights every- 
where. Ihey pointed to the fact that in Palestine 
the Jewish people had accomplished something 
magnificent. They also insisted that the Jewish 
ople should have unrestricted immigration into 
alestine. Jews were being prevented as Jews from 
ing to Palestine, and they protested against that. 
ey also asked that there should be increased 
colonisation and land-purchase, and that Great 
Britain should fulfil the promises of the Balfour 
Declaration, and that their own country (America), 
which had a responsibiiity im the matter, should 
urge Great Brita to fulfil these promises. 


“ We want Jews and Christians,” concluded Dr. 


Voss, “to joi hands and sce justice 1s done to 
the Jewish people.” 

Dean LeSourd said they were proposing to hold 
a world Christian Conierence for Palestine in 
Washington on November | and 2, to be attended 
by representatives of 4 great many nations. ° 

They felt that this was a very serious problem, 
because democracy was al stake. When the persecu- 
tion. of the Jews started anywhere it never ended 
with the Jews. At Buchenwald half the people were 
not Jews—they were Germans who simply did not 
agree with the Nazi party. Unless they could solve 


this world Jewish problem, then democracy was. 


threatened everywhere in the world. The one hope 
of the solution of normalising the status of the 
Jews throughout the world was td give them 
nationhood, 

The Jews, continued the Dean, were bringing 
into the Near East the spirit of democracy, par- 
ticipation in government, educational opporlunitics, 
health, higher wages, and economic fulfilment fo. 
the people. 

The Dean spoke against any suggestion of par- 
titioning Palestine and agaimst appeasement, Say- 
ing that they had tried to appease the Arabs with 
the White Paper, and it fatied. They tned to 
appease the Germans at Munich, and it failed. 
Appeasement would never succeed. “ We are not 
anti-Arab, but pro-Arab,” lie said. “And we 
believe that this policy will in the long run be bes! 
for the masses of the Arabs.” - 3

Rabi J. L. Fishman, Mizrachi leader and mem- 
ber of the Jewish Agency Executive, has disclosed 
at a press conference in Jerusalem that he has 
signed an agreement with the Revisionists based 
upon ther acceptance of the Shekel.

Discussing the World Zionist Conference in 
lendon, from which he has just returned to 
Palestine, Rabbi Fishman dwekh on the struggle 
within the Jewish Agency Exccutive before the 
opening of the Conference. He said he had 
demanded, on behalf of Mizrachi, the resignation 
ef the Executive of the Jewish Agency at the Con- 
ference because of its failure to combat the White 
Paper policy and because it had lost, m his view, 
the support of public opinion the world over, His 
second demand was for the creation of conditions 
which would make the return of the Revisionrsts 
to the Organisation possible. These 
demands. he said. were rejected, but he himself 
signed an agreement with the Revisionisis based 
upon their acceptance of the Shekel and their 
undertaking to support the political demands of the 
Mirrachi. whde the Mizrachi promred to support 
the political demands of the Kevisionisis and to 
make efforts to secure them a seat on the Exccu- 
tive and the appropriate number of scats on the 
Acrons Committec. 

Rabbi Fishman told the: press conference that 
Dy. Weizmann was rather vague in his two 
addresses to the Conference, but had shipped when 
replying to him. The Mizrachi leader quoted the 
following sentence from Dr. Weizmann’s reply: 
“ Rabbi Fishman believes in the Jewish State. He 
ha« faith. and I envy him. | haven't.” This remark

The trusteeship system projected by 
the United Nations Organisation would seem to 
provide both the agreement on principle and the 
machinery for a decision acceptable both to Jews 
and Arabs. The pressure of Jewish millions which 
frightens the Arab peoples may well be a chimera; 
for to many of even the uprooted refugees the 
call back home will doubtless prove stronger than 
the call of a strange and unfamiliar land. 

“It is hopeful and healthful that the President 
has posed the issue and clarified this nation’s stand 
upon it.”

Reform Leader's Comments 


Dr. Julian Morgenstern, President of the Hebrew 
Union College, who has long been an outspoken 
foe of Jewish nationalism and of political Zionism, 
surprised his adherents by declaring as follows: 
“ To-day 1 am definitely non-Zionist, with, how- 
ever, a sympathetic understanding and appreciation 
of Zionism. Up to a few weeks ago, I saw no 
prospects of such an actuality, but now the com- 
monwealth is not-so impracticable and unrealisable 
as it seemed then.” 

However, he made the following reservations: 

“If our American Judaism which we are in the 
process of building is based on a programme ol 
Jewish nationalism, then as a corollary 1 must be 
destructive for thé Jewish community of America. 
am opposed (o centring everything in 
American Jewish life on nationalism and I regaré 
it as exceedingly dangcrous, for it runs contrary 
to the fundamental principles of Americanism and 
American institutions. The American nation 
repudiates the principles of minority, national, or 
racial groups, and ‘recognises only separate 
religious groups and organisations.” 
’ Dr. Morgenstern. assailed cultural pluralism as 
the banner under which nationalists seck to defend 
their position. He called it a European principle, 
not -an American, and said it is “ advocated by a 
comparatively few people of foreign birth.” 

Senator Gillette told the press that he. applauded 
President Truman's statement. but he regretted that 
no definite conclusions had been reached as a 
result of the discussions,

{(COMMUNICATED) 

“ There are no differences of opinion in Jewish 
life that the White Paper on Palestine is devoid of 
both legal and moral validity,” said Rabbi Moses 
Blau, President of the Agudas Israel of Palestine, 
at a farewell reception on Sunday. “* But we are 
equally gonvinced,” he aded, “ that a Jewish self- 
governing entity cannot survive unless it is based 
on Torah, and our sole claim to Palestine is the 
Bible.. In present conditions we would not agree 
to any. extension of the powers of the Jewish 
Agency, and we unequivocally reject the demand of 
the recent Zionist ‘Conference that all the tmstitu- 
ions dealing with the children shall hand = the 
responsibility ‘tor their education to the Jewish 
Agency Executive. 

“ We reiterate our demand that every Jewish 
child arriving in Palestine shall receive a religious 
education.”

GERMAN POLICE SAVED 
SIFREI TORAH 


Jews Helped by Anti-Nazis 


How an anti-Nazi German police chief, aided by 
a gitl telephonist, rescued some Sifrei Torah, and 

ped local Jews to escape, is described in a 
letter from Lieutenant M. D. Harris, of 104 Pioneer 
Coy., 

In the thirteenth-century German town of Xanten. 
there was a Synagogue dating from 1750, writes Lt 
Harris. There were five Jewish families in the town 
in 1935, two of whom named Passman lived on the 

nagogue premises until the night of November 10, 
1938, when they were arrested and thrown into the 
town gaol by S.S. troops, who at the same time 
ordered the local police to destroy the Synagogue. 

The police lieutenant, whose name was Grics. 
refused to carry out this order, whereupon six local 
S.S. hooligans wrecked the building. 

The next day, Gries and Mary Janssen, a 20-year- 
old police telephonisf, went to the wrecked Syna- 


. gogue and gathered together all they could find. The 


Sifrei Torah were taken away by the girl and hidden 
behind a wardrobe in the police station itself. Later 
they were lodged in the roof of the building. The 
silver ornaments were also secreted in the police 
station. 

Meanwhile the local police, acting on instructions 
fram their chief, collected all the silver, cutlery and 
bed linen from the Passmans’ homes and also from 
the home of another Jewish family named Seldis, 
who had contrived to “disappear” when the S.S. 
came in search of them. The property was carefully 
deposited in the Town Hall. 


Valuables Handed Back > 


A few days later the Passmans were released 
from gaol and the Seldis family returned. Thei: 
property was handed back to them, and with pass- 
ports furnished by Lieut. Gries, all three families 
were able to go abroad. (The other two familics, 
named Oster and Alexander, left Germany in 1935.) 

Early in February of this year, the police head- 
quarters wére moved to another building, and Mary 
Janssen supervised the removal of the package con- 
taining the silver, which was again hidden. The 
Sifrei Torah were left in the old building, as it 
was thought they would be quite safe there. 

Xanten had its first air raid on February 10, and 
five others followed. British artillery also fired on 
the town, the ruins of which were captured on 
March 9. Two days later all civilian inhabitants 
were evacuated, and they did not return until 
April 9. 

Mary Janssen, on her return, went in search of the 
Sifrei Torah, and although they were very badly 
damaged, she again put them away for safe keeping. 
Of the package containing the silver ornaments, there 
appeared to be no trace, as the four-storey building 
in which it had been stored had completely collapsed. 
When the non-fraternisation ban was lifted, Pte. 
Brycks, a member of Lieut. Harris’s . com- 
pany, learned in conversation with some local 
Germans that there had been a Synagogue in 
Xanten. Brycks mformed Lieut. Harris. who went 
to the police station to ask for particulars of the 
Synagogue, at the same time informing them -thal 
he was a Jew, | 

He was immediately put in touch with the police 
chief and Mary Janssen. who handed over the Sifre! 
Torah to him. He was next taken to the site of 
the wrecked building where the silver was supposed 
to be, and Mary Janssen roughly indicated where it 
ought to be. 

Lieut. Harris at once detailed a party of meén, in- 
cluding Pte. R. Kudiatz, the only other Jew im his 
company, and they began digging among the debris. 
Sure ¢nough, after two days’ work, the package of 
silver came to light, and Lieut. Harris has placed if 
in Safe custody. 

It transpired that Mary Janssen had been great 
friends with some Jewish girls at school, and was 
impervious to the Nazi anti-Semitic propaganda 


Catholic Hid Sifrei Torah 


One of the few Synagogues still standing in 
Germany was used by American Jewish soldiers 
of the 63rd Infantry Division for a thanksgiving 
and memorial service in Bad Mergentheim, situated 
midway between Nuremberg and Heidelberg, head- 
quarters of General Jacob L. Devers’s 6th Army 
Group. 

All of the 308 Jews who were living in the 
city in 1933 were killed or deported, yet the aacient 


Holy Scrolls and other ritual articles were handed . 


over intact to Chaplain Aaron Kahan, of Brooklyn 
A Catholic had kept them hidden in his warehouse 

Chaplain Kahan learned that the Jewish Com- 
munity had dwindled from 308 in 1933, to a mere 
handful by 1942. On’ August 20, 1942, the last 


‘Jews, about 17, were deported to Theresienstadt. 


In this group was a merchant named. Ferdinand 
Wurzburger. He had saved the Holy Scrolls and 
Prayer-books from the Synagogue, and just before 
his arrest had entrusted them to a Catholic friend, 
Julian Mulek. 

_Mulek said he had hesitated to accept them, 
since if they were found in his possession it would 
have cost him his life, too, but he took the risk

ANTI-SEMITISM RIFE IN 
SLOVAKIA 


President Benes’s Admission 


President Edouard Benes admitted. in the course 
of an interview with a representative of the J.T.A.. 
that anti-Jewish fecling was still strong in Slovakia. 
where five Jews were recently reported tw have 
been killed by a mob in the city of Presov. but 
asserted that the Bohemo-Moravian section of 
Czechoslovakia was free from it. 

The President explained that anti-Semitism 
existed in Slovakia because the political, cultural, 
and economic level was not yet as high there as it 
was in Bohemia. 

“The level must be raised,” he said. “ One of 
the most: pressing tasks of the common Cyrecho- 
slovak Government is to regulate conditions in 
Stovakia. 

“ There used to be anti-Semitism in Bohemia. 
also, but this .was entirely due to the fact that the 
Jews in Bohemia were representatives of Germanism 
at a time when Bohemia was part of Austria. There 
was hatred against the Jews only because that 
Jewish generation appeared willing to be a tool of 
the Germans. As soon as the Bohemian Jews 
became Czech citizens, anti-Semitism disappeared.” 

Replying to a question about the position of the 
Jews in Czechoslovakia as a national minority, Dr. 
Benes said: 

_™ I have always been a friend of Zionism. The 
establishment of a Jewish Home ‘a Palestine is a 
necessity for. all nations, because anti-Semitism is 
a regrettable but practically. inevitable social 
phenomenon. It will not vanish until a Jewish 
country granting citizenship to all Jewry is created. 

“It would be difficult to repairiate ail‘ Jews 
there, but it could soon be done, at least in the 
case of the European Jews. Those who do not leave 
for Palestine ought to be assimilated compliciely 
among the people of the country they want to live 
in. or else live there as citizens of a loteian State.” 


POLISH AID FOR JEWS 


Famous Underground Leader's Statement 


One of the most interesting members of the 
Jewish delegation from Poland to the recently con- 
cluded Zionist Conference in London was Dr. Adolf 
Berman, writes our Polish correspondent. Together 
with his brother, who ts Vice-Minister for Foreign 
Afiairs in the Polish Government, Dr. Berman was 
active in the Jewish resistance movement in Poland 
from the day it was created. During the Warsaw 
ghetto battle, he was chief liaison officer between 
the fighters in the ghetto and ‘the Polish. undet- 
ground forces outside. 

He knows more of the Jewish resistance in Poland 
than any living person.. and | took: advantage of 
our meeting here to ask him some questions regard- 
ing the historic battle and the Polish scaction to 
it. 

“ The fighters of the ghetto,’ declared Dr. Ber- 
man, “did get heip from Poles, chicfly, however, 
from the Armia Ludowa (People’s army), from 
which the present Polish forces sprang. Members 
of this army gave us aid, both during the fight and 
after. With their help, 80 Jewish fighters were 
saved .from falling into German hands. Ihey were 
able to escape through the sewers.” 

Questioned about the number of Jews-who re- 
ceived assistance from Poles and were allowed to 
hide in Polish homes, Dr. Berman said: “ At one 
time the Jewish National Committee cared for as 
many as 12,000 Jews, men, women, and children 
These were all hidden in Polish homes, chiefly in 
workers’ homes. Polish intelligentsia, too, took many 
risks to help Jewish children and adults.” 

Asked about the position of Jews in Poland to- 
day, Dr. Berman said that no differentiation was 
made between Jew and non-Jew and that the 
Government of. National Unity treated all citizens 
alike. Jews had access to all posts and trades, and 
full understanding was being shown by the admini- 
Stration. to Jewish needs. whether cultural or 
economic 


CARPATHO-RUSSIAN SURVIVORS 


Very little known about internal developments 
in . Carpatho-Russia, the former ‘Czechoslovak 
province ceded to the U.S.S-R. | Jewish -organisa- 
tions have no reliable information on-t{he position 
in the province. The only clue to the situation 


‘was given by circles close to the Soviet Embassy 


in Prague. They stated that Zionist organisations 
in Carpatho-Russia are bound to be dissolved and 
schools maintained by them will* have to clos¢ 
down, 

A delegate of the International Red Cross who has 
just returned from a visit to Carpatho-Russia reports 
that only 14 per cent. of the pre-war Jewish popula- 
tion of that province have survived. Of the 140,000 
Carpatho-Russian. Jews, 90,000 were deported to 
extermination camps in Poland and 20,000 to forced 
labour in Germany. Of these, 15,000 have returned 
home, and another 3,000 are expected to return. 
Eighty per cent. of those who have come back to 
Carpatho-Russia are women. All children under 
fourteen were killed. 

The International Red Cross has appointed a com- 
mission for aiding thé repatriates. . Each of them 
receives a grant of 1,000 pengoe and clothing. For 
six weeks after their return the repatriates receive 
free meals from 50 soup kitchens. that have been 
established. Convalescent homes and workshops 
have also been set up by the commission. Jewish 
communities are allowed to function, but there 
exist neither Jewish organisations nor Jewish 
schools. 7 


DEATH FOR NAZI BUTCHERS 


The first trial of Austrian war criminals, in which 
four Nazi stormtroopers were charged with the 
brutal murder of 102 Jewish men, women, and 
children. ended last week. All the accused were 
found guilty by the People’s Court in Vienna. 
Three were sentenced to death and the fourth to 
eight years’ hard labour.

“ UNPLEASANT NUISANCE” 


British Officers’ Callous 
Treatment of Refugees 


A scathing denunciation of the callous indiflerence 
of Army officers to the plight of refugees and Dis- 

laced Persons in Italy is uttered by Miss Phyllis 

Gerson, former club leader of the Stepney 
Jewish Girls’ Club, im a ketter to a non-Jewish 
friend in England. Miss Gerson, it will be re- 
called, went abroad with the first team sent out by 
the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, and is 
now attached to the Inter-Governmental Com- 
mittee on Refugees, at the Headquarters of the 
Alhed Commussion, C.M.F. 

“I feel so discouraged,” writes Miss Gerson. 
“I can't think what the future will be for these 
thousands of wretched Displaced Persons. The 
majority of people have no sympathy for them— 
only impatience and the desire to get them off their 
hands as quickly as possible. To the average Army 
officer a refugee is an unpleasant nuisance who has 
got himself into a mess by leaving his Country. 

“I've almost given up the idea of getting into 
Austria, as the problem is on our doorstep in 
Italy. During the last three weeks 8,000 Polish and 
Lithuanian Jews have arrived from the camps in 
Germany, Ausiria, and other places. Some are 
making their way from Poland—they were so anxious 
to get out before they were killed off: Most of 
them have come unofficially into Italy because the 
word has gone round that they have more chance 
to get to Palestine from Italy. : 

“ But we have no certificates Ieft. . You and 
every non-Jewish person you can rope in must fight 
to get unrestricted mmuigration into Palestine--it 
is the only hope for the vast majority of these pedple 
Only a handful will ever get to the States or to any 
other country. They are unwanted elsewhere. 


A Potential Menace 


“ If left too long, many of them will become a 
menace to the countries they live in. Some are 
hardened folk who have survived merely because 
they lived by their wits. 

“ There are some groups of fine people who still 
have a wonderful spirit. One group in particular I 
met this week impressed me a lot. There are 34 of 
them. About six years ago they were 1,000, who 
had trained and. prepared themselves for Palestine. 
Now there are just these 34 left,. and they have 
stuck together all the time. Their spirit is grand. 
Another fine group consisted of 25 young men and 
women who ‘had evaded the camps by fighting with 
the Russian partisans. Their moral was far hicher 
than that of others from the Concentration camps. 

“The Allied Commission here were shockingly 
unprepared for these people, and im my opinion 
have shown themselves to be inefficient and -thought- 
less persons. 

“In the neighbourhood of Rome is gn AC. 
transit camp which became overcrowded. For three 
weeks several hundred people from the concentra- 
tion camp had to sleep on a concrete floor without 


palliasses. Yet there were Army beds-—and still are: 
—actually in Rome which could have been released. 


at a moment's notice if the A.C. officials had 
bothered to dictate a letter But to these British 
officers a refugee its somcone who normally sleeps 
on the floor. 

“The poor wretched folk are so disillusioned. 
To add insuk to injury the A.F.H.Q. cut down 
the rations of our refugee camps from 35 to 24—- 
that means that 11 items were cut. out of their diet, 
The prisoner-of-war (British) diet is 24, but most 
of the German prisoners of war in. Italy are get- 
ting the dict of .the ordinary American soldier 
In other words the Germans are eeciting far more 
than the survivors from. concentration camps.” 


LAST JEWS LEAVE DACHAU 


The last Jewish survivors of Dachau have now 
icft the camp and the only Jews remainimg in ‘the 
camp area are those in charge of the branch office of 
the Munich. Jewish: Information, Ofiice. 

Dachau camp is now a huge S.S. prison, in 
which are 8.500 officers and men. More §S 


prisoners .are to be brought into the camp, and, 


their total number will eventually be 30,000. 

A few days ago the S.S. men already in the 
camp had to parade before their former victims, 
who were asked to pick out among them those 
who might be classified as “ war criminals.” About 
250 .of the S.S. men were identified. 


JEWS IN PERSIA 
Poverty and Degradation 


During a leave spent in Persia, Captain D. P. 
Kessler, of London, visited the Jewish quartets of 
Isfahan and Shiraz, and below are extracts from 
his accourtt:

RUMANIA OUTLAWS RACE 
HATRED 

A decree law regulating the status of nationalities 
in Rumania has been issued by the Government 

Under penalty of imprisonment the decree 
prohibits: 

Any aqny into the ethnic origin of a Rumanian 
subject ; all use of the term “ ethnic origi “ in any 
public document; any altempt to prevent a cilizea 
from professing his nationaiity or using his mother- 
tongue; discrimination in employment..on | 
grounds of ethnic origin-—even. asking an applicant 


' for a job his origin; and hurting anybody's feelings 


on matters of race or rchgion inclement to racial 
hatred, and the practice of chauvinism by the spokea 
or written word. 

Parucularly severe punishment is provided fog 
making use of the press for racial propaganda 

The decree reguiates the status of Stateless per- 
sons in Rumania by stipulating that those who in 
1930 declared themselves to be of no nationality 
and whose documents do, not show that they possess 
any other nationality: are to be considered auto- 
matically as Rumanian citizens. 

Rumanian. delegates to the European Conference 
of the World Jéwish Congress in. London failed to 
secure the necessary ecxn permits which .wouyld 
enable them to travel to England. 


LIAISON OFFICERS IN GERMANY 

A team of Joint Distribution Committee workers 
has left for Germany to operate m the zone of the 
American Seventh Army. as liaison officers between 
the military authoritics and the stateless Jews still 
kept m camps. 

At present the J.D.C. has 27 representatives work- 
ing in this. capacity in Germany under Unrra.

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ECONOMICS OF PALESTIN 


THE review of the Buropean situation which the new 
Foreign Secretary gave to Parliament on Monday was 
marked by a frankness which lost nothing of its effect 
because of the obvious restraint and sobriety which accom- 
panied it. It was a sombre picture of social, political, and 
economic unsettlement approaching dangerously near to 
anarchy, but it was addressed to an assembly and a 
country which are always at their best when told the hard 
truth, however unpalatable. 

I: could never have been expected that a country such 
a< Palestine could escape some of the difficulties and per- 
plexities that loom so menacingly over Europe to-day— 
to say nothing of the United States, which «1s expected, 
for instance, to be confronted by eight million unemployed 
next spring—and a striking article by Mr. NOVOMEYSKY 
in the July issue of the Palestine Review. just to hand 
shows, as a matter of fact, that it has not. But Palestine's 
problems are, to a great extent, peculiar to its OWN posi- 
ton. Its war effort, which proved so valuable to the 
Allied.cause, brought about a vastly increased industrialisa- 
tion. Almost overnight Palestine became a bus) hive of 
. manufacturing production. The great question that now 
presents itself is: how can all this increased activity be 
adiusted to meet the loss of the war demand, and can it 
be saved from a setback almost as sudden and quick as 
jis sensational advance? Mr. NOVOMEYSKY 1s not en- 
couraging on that point. He sees, in his mind's eye, ships 
and ‘planes delivering English and American goods at 
much cheaper prices than’ Palestine manufacturers. can 
offer, and in many cases of a better quality. Palestine, 
and: the neighbouring Middle East countries—Egypt, 
Cyprus, Syria, the Lebanon, Iraq, Iran—-markets for a 
number of Palestinian products during the war years, will 
very soon, he believes, be flooded with many manufactured 
articles from Britain and America. Manufacturing costs, 
he reminds us, are conditioned by two main factors— 
materials and labour. The assumption that a substantial 
reduction in the prices of imported raw materials will 
immediately reduce the cost of Palestinian manufactured 
goods to a competitive level with foreign imports, he dis- 
misses as mere wishful thinking. But in any case the 
Palestine labour costs could not immediately fall in the 
same proportion. How high these are may be judged from 
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one of the examples he gives: In his own company 


(Palestine Potash), where the exploitation of raw material 
in situ plus the. employment of extensive mechanisation 
should reduce the labour factor to a tiny proportion, the 
wages of labour formed last year over 42 per cent of the 
total production cost. The workers are not to be blamed 
for this extraordinary staté of affairs. They have had. to 
face fantastic increases in the cost of living. Wheat, for 
example, costs to-day £26 per ton, as against the pre-war 
figure of £7—~a rise. incidentally, which has gone to swell 
the bulging pockets of the Arab growers in Egypt, Trans- 
jordan, and Iraq. The Palestine workers are in many 
respects the victims of circumstances, 

But Mr. NOvOMEYSKY is a realist who sees the writing 
on the wall. He urges the local labour leaders, some of 
whom are already apprehensive about economic prospects, 
to endeavour to influence their followers to change their 
aggressive spirit of the last few years. It 1s, in fact, a case 
of co-operation between labour and employer, or the 
serious decline of industry and nothing for anybody. Of 
great value is his call for increased productive efficiency 
on the part of the Palestinian workers, which he describes 
as very low. It ts a fact that the reward of labour in other 
countries, particularly in America, is closely linked with 
labour production ability. To put it bluntly, there are 
only high wages to be had if they are earned. To judge 
by Mr. NOVOMEYSKy’S remarks, this grim. fact is not 
sufficiently appreciated in the Yishuv. But the Histadrut 
is warned by him that unless it takes this burning question 
in hand, not only will further development be impossible 
but the existing industry will be killed. Certainly increased 
production is the only way—short of drastic reduction of 
wages—-to Start a drop in prices upon which so much of the 
power to resist competition hangs. Unfortunately, the 
FHistadrut is handicapped in: this matter by factional 
polrtical strife. 

The more hopeful suggestion is thrown out that the 
Jewish worker—who just because he is a Jew takes a 
ively interest in the management of his labour efforts— 
should be made materially interested in the progress and 
well-being of the undertaking for which he works. He 
should be led to be interested in its efficiency, in securing 
maximum production, and the highest quality of output. 
To that end he should be enabled to participate in the 
success of the company. Another suggestion made is that 
the new science of “ Industrial Engineering ” developed in 
America, which promises to be as important in post-war 
incustry as any of the new discoveries and inventions 
Should be introduced into Palestine. Its function is to 
study operations in industrial concerns, to devise new 
methods, and to advise on the proper and rational use of 
labour and the capacities of the worker. In a number of 


.suited to more accurate prose. 


American industries remarkable results have been 
achieved, including considerable increases in productivity 
of labour, improvement in quality of the products, and 
larger earnings for the workmen. 


This searching and frank examination of the Palestine- 


industrial situation is of the utmost value and should pro- 
vide substantial material for thought amongst all con- 
cerned. But the problems are not isolated. We were 


‘reminded only this week by the Foreign Secretary’s speech 


of the inextricable association of economic and political 
factors. It has been a realisation of this fact that has 
caused Zionist leaders for many years to insist on a 
balanced economy in Palestine between agriculture and 
industry, each contributing its quota to the prosperity of 
the land. But the fundamental necessity is that regard be 
had to the topographical facts. Modern scientific develop- 
ment requires that man work not against these facts but 
with them. Of this policy the project outlined in what 
has come to be known as the Jordan Valley Scheme— 
a plan modelled on the Tennessee Valley Authority, which 
has worked and is working miracles in the U.S.A.—is a good 
example. Here, indeed, is a fine opportunity for Arab and 
Jew, working alongside one another, to build a new and 
richer life not. only for themselves and for the country but 
inevitably for the whole Middle East. In such comradely 
and remunerative labour they will have the best oppor- 
tunities to find heightened mutual tolerance. 

Unhappily, the unhealthy preoccupation with party 
politics—one of the gravest curses of politically immature 
mankind—still flourishes in the Yishuv. Until it is dis- 
carded and narrow individual ambitions and _ sectional 
strife are safely and permanently subjected to the common 


good of all, the progress of the country must Jag behind — 


the destiny appointed for it. In a spirit above all party politics 
the ‘problems of Palestine must be pondered and clear, 
broad plans be lajd for guiding it successfully through the 
maze. But of such steps we hear all too little. Other 
countries are. taking them. Russia, which by different 
methods altogether has eliminated partisan politics from 
its internal machinery, is already in the field with a new 
five-year plan. Unless the Yishuv buckles to with the 
same energy and, if differently achieved, the same unani- 
mous determination to put first things first, and keep 
them first, however passionately side issues and personal 
feelings may compete, then all immigration projects can 
only be seriously prejudiced, and the gravest disappoint- 


“ment be in store. 


CHURCHILL OUT OF TRUMAN : 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN'S announcement that he had discussed 
the Palestine question with both Mr. Churchill and Mr. Attlee, 
and that the discussions were still continuing, will, in the light 
of the situation in that country, create no surprise. Nor will 
the flood of comment that it has started in the American press. 
The Presiderit found himself able to lift the curtain on these 
diplomatic exchanges sufficiently to indicate that the attitude 
of America’s President, as of its people, to the subject had not 
changed. He favoured the establishment of a Jewish State, 
could .be. peacefully established and maintained.” 
America still wanted to let as many Jews “as possible into 
Palestine.” And he clarified his qualifications with the remark 
that he did not wish to contemplate sending half a million 
soldiers to maintain the Jewish State—an observation that 
must appeal irresistibly to Mr. Churchill's predilection for the 
colourful and the romantic in what others would deem better 
None the less the President's 
words have had the superlative merit of bringing- the whole 
debate sharply to what is the core of the opposition in this 
country—that ts to the fear, or alleged fear, that, the settle- 
ment of the homeless Jews in Palestine would provoke such 
an Arab upheaval that, to borrow the President's hyperbole, 
* $00,000 American soldiers" would be required to crush it. 
This is flattery indeed for the Arab dissentients, but lamentably 
unrelated to the facts. And it gains no credibility from the 
warning of that virulent anti-Zionist, Mr. Stokes, in Parlia- 
ment this weck that if. there is any serious attempt to alter 
the provisions of the White Paper, civil war will follow in 
the Near East. Objective study of the facts, as well as of 
the Arab mentality, nails it down as nothing more convincing 
than a piece of calculated alarmism, the very stuff of which 
blackmail of the worst Near-Fastern politics is 
made, 


REAL ARAB POSITION 


Ir is time that political speakers in this country and else- 
where realised that the use of force as an argument in- the 
question of Palestine in this way, has no longer any validity. 
Modern developments and the complete change in the inter- 
national situation since 1939 have achieved this, And reality 


will be carried still further from any relationto the “force” which : 


the Arab-fearers peddle with such zeal if the problem, as has 
so Often been argued in these columns, is, to quote the New 
YorK HERALD TRIBUNE, “ not just the concern of the British. 
the Jews, and the Arabs, but a problem for the United 
Nations as a whole.” The arguments advanced by the Palestine 
paper, Davar, on the subject are very much to the point. They 
are, first, that though the Arabs may bluster and _ threaten, 
once a decision is made they will bow to it; and, per contra, 
that no agreement or compromise is possible with the Arabs, 
who are only capable of accepting the decision of a Great 
Power. In the second place, any and all Arab States would 
hesitate long before resorting to force, seeing that while they 
are dependent on the Great Powers, the Great Powers have 
no corresponding dependence on them. As our contemporary 
asks, is it likely that the puny Arab States would risk a collision 


with any of the Big Three—a question that admits of only 
one answer. 


FORCE—OR JUSTICE? . 


THose busy folks who so industriously seek to make people’, 
flesh creep with tales of an Arab war in the offing, are extra- 
ordinarily insensible to facts familiar almost to every school- 
boy. They forget, when they cite the Arab rising of 1936, 
that the whole political scene has utterly changed and tha 
the world has moved on at a tremendous pace since then. 
For one thing, the policy of appeasement and yielding to 
truculence was designed to meet a situation where Britain was jp 
extreme military feebleness and dwelling in fear and trembling 
of the vastly superior military might of the Axis. It is further 
overlooked that the Arab rising was only made possible 
because of this British weakness, combined with the lavish 
assistance which the Arabs received in arms and money from 
the Nazis and Fascists. The Arabs in 1936-39 had nothing 
to contend with but an almost disarmed Britain, politically 
bound and shackled by the fear of providing a favourable 
opportunity to the Axis to raise a flare-up in the Middle Basi, 
and perhaps start a war with a Britain diplomatically isolated. 
And as for the panicky warning about a supposedly dangerously 
armed Arab populace, the suggestion is laughable in view of 
the decisive new weapons with which the great nations are 
overwhelmingly equipped, and in presence of which the mo 
serious Arab revolt to-day or even a war by all the Arab 
nations combined would entail nothing more serious than a 
minor police operation, The Arabs may not all be as astute 
as their new British political directors, but they are not such 


arrant fools as not to appreciate this decisive difference—even 


if their Rip Van Winkle supporters elsewhere do not. It ix 
time, therefore, that these elements of timidity in Britain and 
America ceased to be so gratuitously terrified by threats of 
force, and so easily frightened off living up to their protesta- 
tions and pledges. They should realise that a world which has 
created a security council to deal by overwhelming force with 
breakers of the peace can ill afford to pretend that the threat 
of war is enough to dissuade peoples from performing or sup- 
porting what they know to be right. The Jewish case rests on 
justice, humanity, reason, and far-seeing common sense. When 
anti-Zionists are driven to dragging in forcible opposition as a 
counter-argument, they are in fact admitting that they have no 
convincing arguments with which to support their opposition to 
Zionism. “ We—or- they—will fight,” is no acceptable substi- 
lute for “it is right ”"—or should not be in a world which has 
just paid a bloody price to purge itself of this disastrous fallacy. 


“ THE CONCLUSION OF THE WHOLE MATTER ” 


» "PREACHING at the local Thanksgiving Service for victor, 


Rabbi Kopul Rosen, the Communal Rabbi’ of Glasgow, went 


to the heart of the issue raised by the latest invention of war 
and destruction. When they had built armaments, he said, 
they had acquired: power, but science -had just shown. by one 
outstanding experiment that one atomic bomb could desiroy 
battleships, aeroplanes, and tanks. They could not put their 
faith in armaments; they.“ must place their trust not in power, 
but in God.” This is, of course, the old Jewish admonition 
of Zechariah: “ not by might, nor by power, but by My spirit, 
saith the Lord of Hosts.” What human tragedies have’ been. 
wrought by the successive generations that have ignored this 
tremendous truth, that have pinned their faith instead to force 
and expediency! Yet the same calamitous error is in evidence 
to-day. How else is one to explain the fact that in almost 
all the comments on the new devices the compelling factor 
is nothing but fear—fear of new and bigger slaughters, fear 
for civilisation, fear of anarchy and chaos—and the only 
remedies suggested are threats of still more ghastly counter- 
expedients, All history goes.to show that fear never has and 
never will deter all fresh aggressors, or save our children or 
children’s children. The only road to security lies in recog: 
nising the spiritual side of. our existence, in banishing War not 
because jt brings ruin but because it is morally indefensible 
and contrary to the will of God. A new outlook on the old 
struggle for peace has to be born before there can be the | 


Slightest grounds for hope, a “new heart created” in us. It 


is, as we say, the Jewish teaching. And it stands—with all its 
continuing power—to be accepted or flouted at our deadliest 
peril. Until mankind can be brave enough to understand that 
not merely the four freedoms but all possible freedoms are to 
be obtained only by submitting to the will of God, concretely 
expressed in the principles of the Torah—until then we can 
not even be said to have changed ovr direction away from the 
Straight path to destruction.

“And it shall be, when thou art come in unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance . . . that thou shalt take of the first of 
all the fruit of the ground... .” 


ceremony of Bikkurim or “ First-Fruits, 
of which our text speaks, is one of the most 
beautiful of the ancient agricultural rites 
recorded in the Torah. Fven the austere Halacha 
relaxed for a while when it came to detailing the 
old ritual of bringing the first-fruits to the Temple: 
imperceptibly the Mishna description loses its 
customary legal coldness and becomes suffused 
with the warmth and poetry of a people that loved 
God and loved the soil, and so bound Earth and 
Heaven inextricably together in its great Jewish 
heart. No one will wonder that the Yishuv has 
already revived, in modern guise, this picturesque 
custom of antiquity. 
- It.as well that it should be so. For the Mitzvah 
is charged with vital significance. It is instinct, 
quite apart from its link with the soil of our 
National Homeland and its imperishable hope for 
the Jew; with the deepest spiritual values. 
The. presentation of the first-fruits at the 
Sanctuary was accompanied by a profession of 
gratitude to God. “A wandering Aramean ‘ was 
my father, and he went down into Egypt ... and 
the Egyptians afflicted us . . . and the Lord brought 


us forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand . . . and 
he hath brought us unto this place. .. 2’ Human 
nature 1s proverbially fickle. We quickly forget 


the benefits others bestow on us. Especially are 
we prone to be unmindful in peace-time of the 
salvation wrought for us by the Lord in the hour 
of peril. Do we recall how fervently we all prayed 
in the dark, heart-breaking days when the Nazis 


overwhelmed Europe? How many remained 
Stubborn atheists then? How many oe are 
there ever in the trenches and fox-holes of the 


battichelds. or in storm-tossed lifeboats?

A soldier in the Jewish Brigade, who was formerly 
a refugee from Germany Pte. Felix EngeiBerg, 
writes of the return to that country with the 
Brigade :

We 
did not have the same kind of feeling as we did 
when we were in the line, or when we crossed the 
Semo River, the feeling to kill as many Germans 
as possible, to keep the Hun on the run until he 
begged for mercy. No, it was a feeling of pride 
and satisfaction which cach one of us carried in 
his heart. 

“ | looked back on those dark days of Novem- 
ber, 1938. . . We have suffered, but through 
our suffesing we have been taught an unforgettable 
lesson——that of being more conscious of ourselves. 
We have come to the realisation that a Jewish 
Homeland is a vital necessity.

single, twin or mixed clubs and the causes and cure 
of anti-Semitism. 


Frank Discussion 


The standard of discussion was high and the 
reporting excellent. There was no attempt to 
avoid difficulties or to ignore differences, but 
through it all there was an underlying spirit of 
unity and good fellowship. is was nowhere 
more clearly evidenced than on the Friday evening 
when representatives of each group spoke of what 
the camp had meant to them. Their feelihgs were 
eventually summed up and formally expressed in 
two resolutions which were carried with acclama- 
tion. The first of these pledged all who had taken 
part in the camp to carry the spirit and message 
of it back to the homes, clubs, and Communitics 
from which they had come. The second, acknow- 
ledging the importance of working for better 
understanding and closer co-operation between 
Jews -and Christians wn the service of the com- 
munity and on the basis of mutual respect for 
difference. of faith and practice, went on to urge 
the Y.M.C.A. and the AJ.Y. to make the results 
of the camp known throughout the country and 
whenever and wherever possible to work for the 
furtherance of such co-operative endeavours. 

One of the high spots of the weck came alicr the 
Open Forum on t Friday evening when the 
Sabbath lights were kindled and the Sabbath even- 
ing service celebrated. It was a service attended by 
all members of that little community, the Jews as 
participants, the Christians as interested spectators, 
more than one of whom was heard to remark after- 
wards that he had realised afresh 
chanting of. the psalms and the recitation of the 
prayers how doen embedded in the Hebrew tradi- 
tion were the roots of his own faith and experience. 
It was a deeply impressive occasion, not least on 
account of the way. in which some of the boys who 
had already made their mark in the life of the 
camp suddenly appeared in a quite new light as 
they took them part in the conduct of the service

gramme which meant a great deal to the camp as 
a whole, though only the leaders took part in it. 
Every evening at half-past ten after the sing-song 
with which the days normal activities were 
brought to an end, the camp-leaders met to review 
the life of the day and to consider plans for the 
morrow. We were a very mixed group, but there 
was not One of us who did not feel completely and 
absolutely at home in those informal discussions. 
It was not that we all thought the same about 
everything, nor that we made any pretence of 
“sinking our differences.” Our fellowship had a 
much surer foundation than any merely super- 
ficual agreement could produce. It was born of a 
common concern for the well-being of a total com- 
munity of which each of us was only a part and 
in the service of ‘which we believed each could find 
his perfect freedom. 

It was a grand idea—and it did work!. It is an 
idca’ which we hope may. be translated into 
actuality on many future occasions, and we believe 
that the Y.M.C.A. and the A.J.Y. will do their 
best to see that it is. But one thing is vital to the 
real success of all such experiments, and that ‘is that 
there should be complete frankness about the diffi- 
culties to be overcome and the differences to be

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OBITUARY 


MISS HANNAH HYAM 


Beloved East End Charitable 
Worker 


The death occurred last Friday, at the age of 85, 
of Miss Hannah Hyam, one of the most devoted 
charitable workers of the Jewish Community, who 
gave nearly 60 years of her life to educational and 
philanthropic work in the East End of London. 

There was scarcely any branch of charitable work 
in East London, particularly among women, with 
which Hannah Hyam was not actively connected. 
She was Manager of two groups of East End 
schools, the Berner Street and Whitechapel groups, 
member of the Jewish Board of Guardians and of 
several of its committees, Hon. Secretary of the 
Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committee of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians and the United Synagogue, 
member of the Council of the Children’s Country 
Holidays Fund, and of the Committees of Jewish 
boys’ and girls’ clubs, President of the Jewish 
Ladies’ Clothing Association, member of the Coun- 
cil of the Union of Jewish Women, and a visitor 
to the Jewish women prisoners in Holloway Gaol. 
She actively served on a large number of Care 
Committees of schools and other institutions and 
was on the Executives of the Association of Care 
Committees of Stepney and of the Stepney Educa- 
tional Council. 

In her work as a School Manager, and in other 
capacities, Miss’ Hyam was able to keep in close 
touch with the lives of the boys and girls, caring 
for their material and spiritual welfare, organising 
the distribution of clothmg and food, providing 
medical aid, instituting educational and socia! 
activities outside school hours, and arranging for 
apprenticeship in useful trades. 

In recognition of her fine services the Com- 
munity, in 1928, presented her with an album con- 
taining 640 names. The Visitation Committee of 
the United Synagogue gave her a silver salver in 
1938, following her 20 years of work for the Com- 
mittee: and two years later the Jewish Board of 
Guardians elected her a life member to mark her 
retirement after 56 years’ service to the Board. 

Many of the older people among the large num- 
bers who regarded .the deceased as friend, coun- 
stilor, and teacher referred to her generally as 
“the Lady Hyam.” 

Mr. Basil Henriques, J.P., writes: 

There has passed on in her 86th year orc of the mos 
caintiy women that this country possessed. “The Lady 
Hyam"’ has been known to almost every family in St 
George’s-in-the-East for the past 60 years, and thousands 
of Jews and Christians alike owe more to her than will 
ever be known. 

She started as a Visitor for the Jewish Board of 
Guardians in the days of the School Board and when 
<ocial work was an occupation in which few indulged. In 
spite of the opposition of her friends she persevered in 
her daily visits to the ‘sick and the poor, and. gradually 
made her main interest the welfare of the children in 
the cieht elementary schools of the district. She was 
one of the piongers in Care Committee work and day after 
day. year in and year out she visited the schoo!ls and the 
homes of those who were negiccted, sick, of poor 

Her persistent. loving service was always constructive. 


She never dispensed her charity indiscriminately, but on. 


every problem she focused a very wise and understanding 
mind Nothing was ever too much trouble for ber 
No work she undertook was ever left unfinished. She 
arraneed for emigration of whole familics at a time when 
that was possible: she organised holidays for thousands 
of children through the Children’s Country Holidays 
Fund: Yhe brought food and clothing to the parents and 
children of the poor, investigated the needs of those who 
asked for. free dinners, attended every, medical inspection 
of school children, and presided over the after care com- 
mittees for those who were leaving school.

MR. B. L. DEICHOWSKY 


Mr. Benjamin Lewis Deichowsky, who died 
recently at the age of 71, was for the last 37 years 
President. and Senior Warden of the Machzike 
Hadass Congregation (the Spitalfields Great Syna- 
gogue), and was also for many years a leading spirit 
in. the direction of the Brick. Lane Talmud Torah, 
and the Yeshiva Etz Chayim. He was the head o 
M. Chaikin & Co., the wine merchants. . 

Mr. Deichowsky was born in Jerusalem and edu- 
cated in the Yeshivot there. In. 1895, he came to 
London, where, as the son-in-law of the revered Rav 
of the Machzike Hadass, the late Rabbi Abraham 
Werner, he took a leading part in the early struggles 


for the establishment of a strictly Orthodox Kehilla. 
in many discussions which arose between his congre-* 


gation and the Board of Shechita, and other com- 
munal organisations, he endeavoured to achieve the 
aims of his Kehilla by peaceful negotiation, Mr. 
Deichowsky’s services to Orthodox Judaism have 
been emulated by his son, Lt.-Col. Bernard Homa, 
R.A.M.C. 


He is survived by a widow, by another son, and 
by two daughters. 


MR. LOUIS FINERMAN 


The death has occurred suddenly, at the age of 


61. of Mr. Louis Finerman. who, till recently, was — 


Headmaster of the Jews’ Free Central School. 
Mr. Finerman was connected with the school for 
about 40. years, first as a pupil teacher, then as 
assistant master in the Higher Grade later known 
as the Central School, and since the retirement of 
Mr. Bucks in 1937, as Head Master. He was very 


keen on cricket and football. and coached the 


school teams, who gained many successes. 

He was the moving spirit of the Old Boys’ Club, 
ot which he became Treasurer. Mr. Finerman served 
in France inthe 1914-1918 war. 

With the evacuation of the school in 1939 to the 
Isle of Ely, he had a heavy task of supervision. The 
school obtained the high regard and goodwill 
of the local people. The foster parents were very 
sorry to lose the boys on their return to London. 

‘The Jews’ Free School did not re-open in London, 
and Mr. Finerman was appointed temporarily Head-

THE FEDERATION OF 
SYNAGOGUES | 


Question of a Spiritual Head 


_At the second meeting of the newly reorganised 
General Council of the Federation of Synagogues, 
held on VJ Day at 64, Leman Street, Mr. Aaron 
Wright, who presided, opened the proceedings by 
making suitable reference to the solemnity of the 
— on which they were meeting. 

he Rev. N. Halter intoned the El Molé 

Rachamim in memory of those who had died in 
the war. 

Mr. Wright also made a reference to the loss 
they had sustained by the death of Mr. B. L. 
Deichowsky, for over 30 years head of the Mach- 
zike Hadass, and moved a vote of condolence with 
Dr. B. Homa and the other members of his family, 
and to the members of the Machzike Hadass. 

Various points arising out of the minutes, which 
were dealt with by the Chairman, included the 
matter of the transferencé of the Trusteeship, which, 
it was reported, was proving a rather lengthy busi- 
ness because some of the old Trustees had died and 
it was difficult to trace their executors, and the 
£10,000 Bond certificate, of which, it was stated, 
no trace could be found and for which a duplicate 
had been issued by the Bank of England. 


The Chairman made a statement. in the course of 


which he said that the Hon. Officers and Executive 
had dealt very arduously with a number of matters. 
They were making progress, beginning to know one 
another, old controversies were dying out, and they 
were learning the advantages of teamwork. € 
thought that within the next few months they would 
see the fruition of the plans they were now making. 
The Sub-Committee set up to deal with the con- 
suitunlon were carrying on with their work. 

Speaking on the question of a spiritual Head of 
the Federation, Mr. Wright said his colleagues and 
he felt the urgency of the matter and the need to 
press on to a decision. But they also realised that 
anything they might do in connection with the 
appointment of a ‘spiritual Head was a matter of 
great moment and they had to go very steadily. 
They had spent a great deal of time and trouble 
on this, but had not yet come to a decision. They 
had consulied the Chief Rabbi and Dayan I. 
Abramsky; they had- had discussions with their 
own Rabbis in the Federation; with Rabbi Fish- 
man before he went to America, where they asked 
him to make inquiries, and since his return: with 
Rabbi W. Goid, Rabbi Dr. Herzog (Chief Rabbi of 
Palestine), and with Rabbi Meyer Berlin. 

He hoped in the not too distant future, he added. 
that they would be able to come with a concrete 
proposal, but they had not yet reached that stage 


» Amalgamation of Synagogues 


Mr. Wright then referred to the problems of 
East End Synagogues and the tremendous difficulties 
with which they were faced through bomb destruc- 
tion and damage and the dispersal of the former 
Fast End Jewish population. The only solution, 
they believed, was the amalgamation of some of 
these Synagogues. They had had a meeting with 
the Presidents of the East End Synagogues which 
had been well attended and at. Which the atmos- 
phere had been helpful and hopeful. 

Mr. Olivestone gave the report of the Member- 
Ship Sub-Committee, which mentioned the over- 
crowding of Synagogues in some areas and tbe 
potential membership.in other districts where there 
was no Federation Synagogue. They hoped to set 
up local committees. They had been encouraged 
by the response wherever contact had been made 
with a view to establishing new Synagogues where 
none afiiliated to the Federation now existed. 

There were discussions on all the reports. 

An. application from the Maida Vale Beth 
Hamedrash to .affiiate to the Federation was 
accepted. 

It waS reported that the Finance Committce had 
set up an Education Sub-Committee to review the 
future educational policy of the Federation. — Its 
members are Messrs. A. Bornstcin, D. Galinsky, L. 
Grahame, Major Dr. B. Homa, Messrs. J. Kahan, 
M. Lederman, H. Myer, W. Rabson, W. Schiff, 
J. Slutsky, M. J. Turner, and S. Yudkin, with the 
President as an ex-officio member.

‘he Inter-University Jewish Federation annual 
harvesting camp, held this month at the Bachad 
Kibbutz. Bromsgrove, Worcs., has been attended 
by members of .the various universities, students 
coming to it from all parts of the British Isles. 
They thus had the opportunity of doing muyuch- 
needed harvesting work, while at the same time 
enjoying a holiday in a Jewish atmosphere. 

Members of the 1.U.J.F. were able, because of 
the venue, to study kibbutz life at first hand, and 
see young men and women carrying out unswerv- 
ing religious orthodoxy under fully modern con- 
ditions. The camp itself was conducted on 
religious lines. 

A programme of cultural activities was arranged, 
although it was impossible, because of the World 
Zionist Conference in London, to obtain the usual 
prominent speakers. Talks and discussions, how- 
ever, ranged over a wide variety of subjects: from 
religion to modern art. Tours were arranged to 
neighbouring centres of interest such as. Stratford- 
on-Avon. A concert given by the students was 
an. outstanding success.

LORD WOOLTON AND LEWISS 


I notice that the directors of Lewis's. the well- 
known Northern department stores, have 
announced that Lord Woolton, who resigned all 
his directorships on his appointment as Minister 
of Food in 1940, has been re-elected chairman and 
semor managing director of the various Lewis's 
companies. Lewis's is, of course, the great firm 
founded by David Lewis, the philar®hropist, who 
was succeeded im control by his kinsman and part- 
ner, Alderman Louis Cohen, of Liverpool, and it 
was the late Alderman who ve an opportunity 
to the talented Manchester University graduate, 
Frederick Marquis, who was fater to become Lord 
Woolton, to begin his distinguished career in com- 
merce. The Cohen family is still actively con- 
nected with the firm, and Lieut.-Coloncl Rex A. L. 
Cohen will take up his duties as joint managing 
director when he is released from the Army. 
Another of the same Cohens is Major Sir Brunel 
Cohen. A member of the family tells me that Lord 
Woolton was probably the first Gentile of 
prominence in England to resort to “ direct action 
against the Nazi persecution of the Jews, when, 
round about 1933-4, he cancelled contracts with 
Germany for goods valued at £2,000,000, to the 
dismay of the then Government, which was 
indulging in the futile game of appeasement.

United States Forces 
overseas—will have been interested to hear broad- 
cast the story of the late and famous Rabbi Isaac 
Wise, put over in the form of a play. The Rabbi's 
Réform Judaism, in the action of the play, was 
contested by an Orthodox Jew, who, when the 
Rabbi introduced the Confirmation of girls into 
the Synagoguc, was appalled at the idea, pointing 
out that Traditional Judaism spoke only of the 
Bar-Mitzvah. The Rabbi countered with the reply 
that religion must rest. very largely with the 
women. The play ended with the ageing Rabbi 
witnessing the fulfilment of his dearest wish, the 
founding of the Hebrew Union College in Cin- 
cinnati for the training of Rabbis (which, 
incidentally, will celebrate us 70th anniversary im 
November this year). The Rabbi's liberalism in 
the broad sense was manifested when he, a Jew. 
joined a committee to right the wrongs of 
Catholics and Negroes. At the end of the play, by 
the way, a choir sang’ Avinu Malkenu.” 

GLASGOW LOAN SOCIETY

Many. thousands of additional teachers 
will be needed to make good the drop im recruit- 
ment during the war and war-time losses, and to 
meet the many new needs arising under the pro- 
visions of the Education Act of 1944. Special one- 
year courses of training, with [ree tuition and ade- 
quate maintenance allowances, are being provided 
for men and women released from the Forces or 
national service who may wish to teach in primary 
or secondary schools. The normal age-limits are 21 
and 35. but older candidates will sometimes be 
considered. Other courses of six months’ to one 
year’s duration are being arranged for those whose 


experience and qualifications justify their being 
trained for teaching in Colleges and Schools. ol 
lechnology or Commerce; for these courses the 


normal age-limits are 25 to 40. The pamphiet also 
describes the normal training courses available for 
younger persons and for those who already hold 
university degrees.

HOME SECTION 


The Road Back? 


Te excitements of this year will not soon be 
forgotten, but it is doubtful whether anybody 
has seriously considered whether, and if. so, 

how, they might “be replaced. Not, certainly, by 
any repetition either of the tragedies whose ends 
have been so loudly celebrated, nor by the awesome 
demonstration of man’s powers that the global war 
has provided. But the men and women who 
have lived through six tense agonising years of 
war. and have held peace celebrations twice im 
less than three months, are going to make — 
demands on their emotional Teserves. They have 
acquired an.appetite for excitement that must be 
seriously considered if the authorities are anxious 
to avoid disaster through mass frustration. 

Most people need the stimulus of external 
excitement at varying times. Probably the safest 
way in which this human need is met is through 
our organised and traditional system of religion, 
which, with its feast days and fast days, provides 
requisite alternation of joy and seriousness, and 
at the same time directs men’s thoughts on to the 
higher plane of spiritual values. 

Unfortunately, everywhere the tic of organised 
religion seems to have loosened in the last few 
decades. The return of normal conditions, the 
removal of constant fear of suddem extinction, will, 
it can be assumed, witness the more or less gradual 
falling off of war's religious revivals. Parallel with 
this there has been the intensification of a belief in 
the material salvation of mankind solely through 
the medium of reformed government. — 


Problem of Readjustment 


So, then, we may anticipate that religion, with 
its ordered annual procession of feasts and fasts, 
its inspired anticipation of every human emotional 
requirement, and over all its guiding principles of 
ethics, law, and justice, will not casily recapture the 
devotions of the mass of the people. 

Therefore, we now face the problem of trying to 
readjust our livés to a world in which many values 
have been destroyed. How can men and women 
who have lived so long in the hectic atmosphere of 
war, and who have been vouchsafed in the space of 
one short quarter of a year two mighty 
deliverances, ever get down again to the humdrum 
of daily éxistence? It is a question which must 
exercise our minds to a great degrec. 

Children form a very important part of the 
problem. They, in varying degrees according to 
their ages, have felt the full impact of the war. 
They have also, all through the war, had to live 
less disciplined lives than they would have done 
had war never occurred, and they have now Seen 
the sudden release of pent-up emotions in the 
double peace celebrations—celebratigns on a vaster 
and freer scale than could be aflorded by any 
domestic occasion, no matter how joyful, and 
indulged in as well by the whole community around 
them: with a burst of freedom from hitherto rigid 
restrictions m such things, for instance, as lighting 
and illumination, and motor travel. 

The children. even more than the adults, have 
lived these years im an unreal world. and there is 
little solid foundation, in many cases, for the 
building of character that should normally have

He was born in Tolédo about the year 1092, ; 
few years after the death of Jehuda Halevi, the 
great Jewish poet. Abraham Ibn Ezra will always 
he regarded as one of the greatest men the Jewish 
people have produced. He was gifted in many 
wavs, and any onc of uS would envy him tor one 
only of his great talents. First of all, he was a 
poct and wrote some of ihe most beautitul poems 
in the Hebrew language. A famous scholar sar, 
* The poems of Ibn Ezra provide heip in time ol 
necd and cause refreshing rain m time of drought.” 
Could a better appreciation be found than that 
short sentence? Some of his poems you can read 
in the “ Jewish Year,” translated by Alice Lucas. 
Abraham Ibn Ezra was also a philosopher, which, 
you know, is a person’ who thinks very deeply 
about learned things He wrote learnedly on the 
Ten Cammandments, giving very wise reasons for 
ihe conclusions which he reached. -His chief work 
is the Commentary on the Five Books of Moses 
which has made him famous for ever. | 
Perhaps you think that by all this he would have 
proved himself a worthy scholar, but when I ‘tell 
you that in addition he was famous in all branches 
of mathematics, including astronomy, and astrology, 
you will begin to see what a superman-he was. But 
this was not all, for he was an expert in Hebrew 
grammar and wrote a book explaining the terms 
used and also a short outline of grammar, the first 
ot its kind written in Hebrew. 
You would imagine that a man born with all 
these gifts would be happy and would setile down 


and make his home a centre for all learned people.’ - 


but | am sorry to tell you. his life was most un- 
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happy. He was truly a wanderer, an exile. His 
son, Isaac, in whom he.-put all his love, 
Mohammedan Isaac left 
Spain and hus father went, too, at the same time 
to try 4o bring him back to the Jewish belicf. It 
was a severe blow to the father. when he. failed, 
and broken-hearted he wandered through > many 
lands. He spent. some time in France, he even 
visited London, and we know that he lived for a 
number of years in Italy.. We hear of him. in 
Pdlestinc, in Egypt. in Bagdad, and some believe 
he traveHed as far as India. Fhen he turned from 
the East to Europe once more. 

Everywhere he went, people marvetied at his 
learning and mw his profound knowledge of sc 
many subjects. At many places, people begged him 
to explain difficult passages in the Jewish Scriptures, 
and he did so in such a wonderful manner that he 
built for himself a marvellous reputation. He 
vrote poems on all the places he visited 

By means of his travels he helped to spread 
Jewish culture in Europe, and his roving spirit 
proved io be of the greatest service to. Judaism. 
The wanderer finally reached Spain again. the 
fatherland he loved, only to die there

* Teaching as a Career ” (H.M. Stationery Office, 
3d., of by post 4d.) is the latest of the useful series 
of “career pamphlets issued by the Ministry of 
Education. Supplies of the pamphiet are being 
distributed and will be obtainable early in Sep- 
tember. Members of H.M. Forces will be able. to 
obtain copies through the usual Service channels. 
Ex-Service men and women, and these who have 
been or are engaged on other forms of national 
service, can obtain copies from any Regional 
Appointments Office, Resettlement Advice Office, 
or Employment Exchange of the Miunistry of 
Labour. The document gives detailed guidance on 
the various opportunities for training for the pro- 
fession, and a brief summary of the salary scales 
and pension scheme for teachers m State-aided 
schools. Many thousands of additional teachers 
will be needed to make good the drop in recruit- 
ment during the war and war-time losses, and to 
meet the many new needs arising under the pro- 
visions of the Education Act of 1944. Special one- 
year courses of training, with [ree tuition and ade- 
quate maintenance allowances, are being provided 
for men and women released from the Forees or 
national service who may wish-to teach in -primary 
oc secondary schools. The normal age-limits are 21 
and 35, but older candidates will sometimes be 
considered. Other courses of six months to one 
year's duration are being arranged for those whose 
experience and qualifications justify their being 
trained for teaching in Colleges and Schools ot 
Technology or Commerce; for these courses the 
normal age-limits are 25 to 40. The pamphiet also 
describes the normal training courses available for 
younger persons and for those who already hold 
university degrees.

The Road Back? 


TT excitements of this year will not soon be 
forgotten, but it is doubtful whether anybody 
has seriously considered whether, and if so, 
how, they might ‘be replaced. Not, certainly, by 
any repetition either of the tragedies ‘w ends 
have been so loudly celebrated, nor by the awesome 
demonstration of man’s powers that the global war 
has provided. But the men and women w 
have lived through six tense agonising years of 
war, and have held peace celebrations twice in 
less than three months, are going to make great 
demands on their emotional Teserves. They have 
acquired an .appetite for excitement that must be 
seriously considered if the authorities are anxious 
io avoid disaster through mass frustration. 

Most people need the stimulus of external 
excitement at varying times. Probably the safest 
way in which this human need is met is through 
our organised and traditional system of religion, 
which, with its feast days and fast days, provides 
requisite alternation of j and seriousness, and 
at the same time directs men’s thoughts on to the 
higher plane of spiritual values. ; 

Unfortunately, everywhere the tie of organised 
religion seems to have loosened in the last few 
decades. The return of normal conditions, the 
removal of constant fear of suddem extinction, will, 
it can be assumed, witness the more or less gradual 
falling off of war's religious revivals. Parallel with 
this there has been the intensification of a belief in 
the material salvation of mankind solely through 
the medium of reformed government. 


The Problem of Readjustment 


So. then, we may anticipate that religion, with 
its ordered annual procession of feasts and fasts, 
its inspired anticipation of every human emotional 
requirement, and over all its guiding principles of 
ethics, law, and justice, will not casily recapture the 
devotions of the mass of the people. 

Therefore, we now face the problem of trying to 
readjust our livés to a world in which many values 
have been destroyed. How can men and women 
who have lived so long in the hectic atmosphere of 
war, and who have been vouchsafed in the space of 
one short quarter of a year two mighty 
deliverances, ever get down again to the humdrum 
of daily existence? It is a question which must 
exercise Our minds to a great degrec. 

Children form a very important part of the 
problem. They, in varying degrees according to 
their. ages, have felt the full impact of the war. 
They have also, all through the war, had to live 
less alisciplined lives than they would have done 

d war never occurred, and they have now seen 
the sudden release of pent-up emotions in_ the 
double peace celebrations—celebratiens on a vaster 
and freer scale than could be aflorded..by any 
domestic occasion, no miatier how joyful, and 
indulged in as well by the whole community around 
them with a burst of freedom from. hitherto rigid 
restrictions in such things, for instance, as lighting 
and illumination, and motor travel. 

The children. even more than the adutts, have 
lived these years in an unreal world. and there is

First of all, he. was a 
poct and’ wrote some of the most beaulitul poems 
A famous scholar said, 
~The poems of Ibn Ezra provide help in time ol 
need and cause refreshing rain in time of drought.” 
Could a better appreciation. be found than that 
short sentence? . Some of his poems. you can read 
in the “ Jewish Year,” translated by Alice Lucas. 
Abraham Ibn Ezra was also a philosopher, which, 
you know, is a person who thinks very deeply 
about learticd things - He wrote learnedly on the 
Ten Commandments, giving very wise reasons for 
ihe conclusions which he reached, His chief work 
rs the Commentary on the Five Books of Moses 
which has made him famous for ever. : 
Perhaps you think that by all this he would have 
proved himself a worthy scholar, but when I tell 
you that in addition he was famous in all branches 
of mathematics, including astronomy, and astrology, 
you will begin to see what a superman he was. But 
this was not all, for he was an experi in Hebrew 
grammar and wrote a book explaining the terms 
used and also a short outline of grammar, the first 

of us kind written in Hebrew. 
You would imagine that a man born with all 
these gifts would be happy and would settle down 
and make his home a centre for all learned people. 
but Lam sorry-to tell you his life was most un-

Spain and his father went, too, at the same time 
to try to bring him back to the Jewish belief. ‘It 
was a severe blow to the father when he failed, 
and broken-hearted he wandered through many 
lands.

RADIOLOCATION .DEVELOPMENTS 


For securit¥Y reasons I have been unable up to now to 
make any. reference to the deveclopmefits on which the 
Cessor Research and Production Departments have been 
engaged 1 can tell you now, however, something of the 
ereat contribution made by this company to the long 
struegie which recently ended. 

First of all may I say with pride that in the ficid of 
receiving equipmem fur radiolocation we were the first 
commercial organisation in this country, and indeed the 
wotkd, to be called upon when an anxious Government 
was secking the best means of preparing our defences.

Over a. million cathode 
ray-tubes have been produced by our factorics—call them 
iclevision tubes, and perhaps that brings home the magni- 
tude of that effort more cicarly, to say nothing of the 
many millions of cadio valies. When teicvision returns 
the benefit of that experience will be evident in our post- 
war models. 

In 1936, knowing the proercss we had made in this new 
technique, representatives of H.M. Government approached 
us and told us something of the problems they were 
facing, and we immediatcly assigned our best scientists 
and later a complete factory to this work, and produced 
in a short time the forerunner to the invisible radio 
detector, which eventually frustrated the Nazis in their 
attacks on this country. 

Koowing that at that time we were the only source 
of supply, we spared neither men, materials, nor machines 
in the dark times ot 1939-40. Many hundreds of mighty 
receivers, cach the size of a caravan. went out to form 
a chain defence around these islands, and as new designs 
were conceived, often in the face of dire need, that chain 
was kept at least one stage ahead of the enemy's attempts 
to neutralise it. 

One of the great difficulties in those days was esl of 
trained personnel in the Forces and we overcame that by 
our engineers voluntarily ‘going into the field—this after 
& long day’s work--and operating the cquipments, training 
the men and servicing, many times under bombardment 
by the enemy. 


SUCCESS OF “GEE” DEVICE 


When the time came for the offensive, the vagaries of 


European weather seemed likely to force our offensive 
operations almost to a halt, and our. scientists and 
engineers then set to work on to this new obstacic.

The weather was beaten. targcts were 
bombed from ten-tenths cloud, the bombers went in, 
bombed and came back to base with almost unbelievable 
reduction in losses, and so the saturation of Germany 
was made possible. 

Lest the publicity given recently to some aspects of 
racholocation tend 16 divert ‘attention from the more 
Drosaic radio communications side of war. let me Say that 
Our equipment, in the form of transmitters and receivers,

Finally, tet me sav that the peace-timie application of 
Radiolocation (often referred to as Radar), after our 
long experience in research. developmen, and manw 
facture, opens new avenues of expansion in our industry 
in which the possibilities are great. more especially in 
aviation. and shipping The future of our cable intercsts 
is very promising
